Ammesty International is a hu- 
manitarian organization concerned 
with political prisoners all over the 
world. The body makes inquiries 
about the medical attention and 
‘treatment the privoners receive and 
the use of international media to 
convey assurances regarding prison- 
ers welfare to ‘their families. - 

The hospital visited, an ordinary 
general government hospital in 
peacetime, has the largest number 
of wounded prisoners anywhere in 
Israel. According to its director, 
400 have already been treated there 
and 300 are still in its care. Thirty 
per cent of the prisoners were very 
severely wounded, he said, and all 
had been visited by the Red Cross 
and were able to send messages 
and greetings to their families. 

Inside the wards, one stopped 
thinking of the wounded as prison- 
ers. They were simply young boys 
in hospital nightshirts, many badly 
hurt, lying quietly for the most 
part, some chatting quietly with a 
neighbour, or pemsively smoking. Ex- 
pressions were subdued but the gen- 
eral mood was one of quiet resign- 
ation to circumstances. The place, 
the situation, became irrelevant: 
these were hospital patients. 

“I was a medical student during 
the Six Day War,” Mohammed Mus- 
tafa, a 25-year-old air force navig- 
ator from Cairo told The Post. He 
was feeling weil, he said, despite a 
broken arm, and leg and a spine 
disiccation. “As a result of the war, 
T decided to switch to the Air Force 
academy, to help my country re- 
cover from its shame. I was the 
top trainee in my group.”

Watergate criticism goes on 


WASHINGTON (AP), — A new 
burst of Democratic criticism has 
greeted President Nixon's latest at- 
tempt to quell the Watergate tur- 
moil.

. Of the eye. The treatment for this 


type of injury is rest — and ob- 
servation. Doctors at Shasare ZedekK 


Hospital are checking all injured —- 


even those with minor fleak wounds 
— for possible blast injury to the 
eye, They have detected one such 
injury, of which the soldier was 
completely unaware. 

Burn injuries to eyes are relative- 
ly rare. The reflex closing of the 
eye-lids often constitutes quite ef- 
fective protection. “Hye-lids were 
created by a better engineer than 
any of us humans,” is the way 
Prof. Henry Soroff, a burn spe- 
clalist from Boston working as 8 
volunteer at Hadasah Hospital, put 
it. 

Protective goggles, especially for 
tank commanders standing unpro- 
tected in their turrets, are'a con- 
troversial subject. They are needed 
for protection agaimst sun glare 
and dust, but under certain condi- 
tions they can impede vision. No 
practical bullet-proof goggles are 
available and those in use some- 
times complicate injuries when glass 
or plastic fragments from them are 
driven into the eye. 

Prof. Zauberman said that the 
incidence of eye injuries in this 


t evar--i8- similar-to that in the Six 


Day War. He also described a suc- 
cesful Hadassah programme under 
which eye-injured veterans of ear- 
lier wars visit injured soldiers and 
show them how effective rehabilita- 
tion can be. The presence of relatives

Statements were made “as were 
appropriate” to the importance of 
the situation at hand: the World 
Council of Churches (and numerous 
other ecclesiastical bodies) dispatch- 
ea well-worded telegrams to all 
primary parties; thoughtful Christ- 
jans throughout the world shook 
their heads and called for peace. 

Fol the Six Day War, the 
existence of the State of Israel was 
handled in a number of ways by

For a muttitude of reasons 
Christians have an obligation to 
face the present issues in the Middle 
Bast crisis head on: the Jewish- 
Christian dialogue has shown that 
the covenant of God applies to both 
Christian and Jew. As such, each 
is responsible for the other's wel- 
fare. Christians may celebrate the 
existence of the State of Israel be- 
cause Christ was and remained a 
Jew, and because of the essential 
Jewishness of Christianity. ᾿ 

Israel is the child of Jewry which 
vow lives after the loss of six mil- 
lion parents. Whether out of re- 
morse for past injustices to Jewry 
py Christians, or through the reali- 
zation that every minority people 
has"the right to self-identity and 
land, Christians are now called to 
the challenge of Israel, J am afraid 
nothing more than empty, actionless 
statements willbe heard. No Christ- 
jan dares move out of his aafety 
to hoist a fresh Arab flag here, or, 
conversely, to volunteer his service 
for Israel. Few Christian funds will 
arrive; Uttle Christian muscle will 
be used in the battle for or against 
Israel. Christians will remain silent, 
watch and walt. 

This past century has shown that 
Christianity is not to be trusted by 
Jewry in times of need. As Herzl 
went with hat in hand to Rome 
for assistance in building a Jewish 
State In Palestine; as world Jewry 
called upon Christianity to place 
Pressure upon the Reich to end the 
Slaughter of “European Jewry; as 
Israelis waited patiently for their 
telephones to ring and mail to ar- 
rive in support of the Six Day 
War— so once again Israel will be 
sadly mistaken if in this war she 
looks for prompt and valuable as- 
gtstance from Christianity. 

Though I deeply wish tt were not 
so, I must predict that concrete 
Christian action simply will aot 
come. For Jewry, even the most 
enlightened Christians of the past 
fhave been notoriously neutral and 
ambivalent toward thelr needs 35 
a people. So I believe they will be 
again. As Christians, therefore, our 
cry to Israel must be, “Don't count 
on us to help! Help yourselves; no 
one really cares! Don’t trust us! In 
the safety and quiet of the lecture 
hall and dialogue table we will voice 
all sorts of ald and comfort.
